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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed an emulsion comprising a silicone oil, a bisquatemary organomodified 
silicone, a nonionic or amphoteric surfactant, an additional oil, an emulsifier, and water. 
The closest prior art of Aeby et al, US 6,696,052, teaches hair care compositions 
comprising 4% paraffin oil, 2% isopropyl myristate, 1.5% diquaternary ammonium 
silicone polymer, 1% silicone emulsion, and the balance water (col. 9, example B). 
Applicants have traversed this rejection on the grounds that each and every element, 

1. e, nonionic or amphoteric surfactant, is not taught by the reference. Upon further 
consideration, this argument is found to be persuasive, and so the present claims are 
allowable.
